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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: In Fig. 2, reference 
numeral 140 is omitted. Fig. 9 does not include reference numeral 104. Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in 
the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any 
required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be 
held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "driver 104"/ "electro- 
mechanical driver" (pg. 5, line 28) in applicant's disclosure must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from claims 1, 6, 9, 14, 17 and 19. 

In applicant's disclosure on page 6, lines 17-20 of applicant's disclosure, "a bearing 
being movable along the channel" is described and recited in claims 5, 13 and 18 respectively, 
the drawings must show this feature or the feature canceled from the above claims. No new 
matter should be entered. 
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Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by USPN 6,789,834 
to Schlegel. Schlegel (Fig. 2) discloses a drivable hinge useable with a flap or lid of a motor 
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vehicle, the hinge including a lower link bracket (3) to be secured to the vehicle body, an upper 
link bracket (2) to be secured to the flap or lid, and pivoting links (6, 7) connected between the 
upper and lower brackets, the driveable hinge comprising; 

a driving arm (18) having a proximal end and a distal end , the driving arm being pivotal 
about the proximal end, a driver (16) configured to drive the driving arm about its proximal end, 
a track (5) to be carried by the flap or lid and the distal end of the driving arm being coupled to 
the track for movement there-along as the driving arm is pivoted about its proximal end. 

As to claims 2-6, 10-14, 18 and 19, the driver is an electrical motor having an output 
shaft in the form of gears and shaft (17) coupled to the proximal end of the driving arm which is 
provided on the lower bracket along an intersecting axis thereof As seen in Fig. 2, the track is an 
extension of the upper link bracket defining a channel, wherein a distal end of the driving arm is 
coupled to the upper bracket at a bearing (9) movable with the channel. 

As to claims 7, 8, 15 and 16, as seen in Fig. 2, the drivable hinge device is not shown 
attached to the flap/lid or vehicle body and is configured to be placed in a central region of the 
flap/lid in a longitudinal direction of the motor vehicle. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. In particular, Kasper et al, Cooper et al and Moore et al all disclose various power 
operated closure mechanisms defining an actuating device coupled to a drive means to 
automatically move the closure. These references may be used singly or in combination with the 
applied reference to meet the limitations claimed.
